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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed 
publication in this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

(g)(1) during the course of an interference conducted under section 135 or section 291, another 
inventor involved therein establishes, to the extent permitted in section 104, that before such person's 
invention thereof the invention was made by such other inventor and not abandoned, suppressed, or 
concealed, or (2) before such person's invention thereof, the invention was made in this country by 
another inventor who had not abandoned, suppressed, or concealed it. In determining priority of 
invention under this subsection, there shall be considered not only the respective dates of conception 
and reduction to practice of the invention, but also the reasonable diligence of one who was first to 
conceive and last to reduce to practice, from a time prior to conception by the other. 

2. Claims 1-7, 11-18, and 22-27 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being 
anticipated by Freundlich (USPN 6522142). 

Freundlich teaches of constructing a three-dimensional temperature map (Figure 
6, Element 612). Freundlich teaches that the acquisition is interleaved (column 5, lines 
41-46). 

Freundlich teaches of measuring the proton resonant frequency (PRF) in water 
to detect changes in temperature via MRI. The temperature changes are estimated via 



frequency shifts (column 1, lines 34-49). 
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Freundlich teaches of repeating the process (Figure 6, element 616). 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

4. Claims 8-10, 19-21, and 28 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Quesson et al. (JOURNAL OF MAGNETIC RESONANCE IMAGING 
12:525-533 (2000)). 

Freundlich teaches of the limitations of claims that which 8-1 0, 1 9-21 , and 28 are 
dependent upon (see above). Freundlich does not teach of a contrast agent gadolinium 
or a RF-spoiled gradient echo. 

Quesson et al. teaches of detecting the PRF of water in order to record thermal 
images (abstract). Quesson et al. also teaches of using a contrast agent and RF-spoiled 
gradient (abstract). 

It would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains to combine the 
Freundlich et al. 3D thermal imaging with the Quesson et al. RF spoiled gradient echoes 
and constast agent in order to enhance contrast (increased phase shift detection) and 
increase speed (page 529, U 1).
